Bishop Fallows 


Bishop Samuel Fallows of the Re 
formed Episcopal Church was born 
near Manchester, England, Dec. 13, 
1835.

Ile emigrated to W is ­ 
consin in 1848 and worked his way 
through the University of W isco n ­ 
sin, from which he was graduated in 
1859. 
After two years’ service 
as 
president of Cainsville University, he

pastorate at Oshkosh. 
While there 
he joined the Thirty second W isco n ­ 
sin Infantry and became its chaplain. 
Broken health compelled him to re 
turn home after a year in the field. 
Later he organized the Fortieth W i s ­ 
consin 
regiment 
and 
became 
its 
colonel. 
I he close of the w ar found 
him a brevet brigadier general. 
D u r ­ 
ing the next decade he occupied a 
number of ministerial and educational 
positions in Wisconsin and 
Illinois. 
hi 1875 he transferred his allegiagc 
to the Reformed Episcopal 
church 
and became rector 
of 
St . Paul’s 
church, Chicago. 
In 1876 
he 
was 
chosen a bishop of the church. 
He 
was the founder of the People’s I n ­ 
stitute in Chicago and has been prom 
inently identified with many reform 
and educational movements.

When the sponge Is light, add 
to the egg mixture, beating until ngaiu 
smooth; then add the fruit, sultanas or 
seeded raisins clit hi small pieces, citron, 
candled cherries or other fruit, cut In 
bits, or cleaned currnfKs. 
Butter a balm 
mold and half fill with the mixture; 
bet 
rise nearly to the top of the mold. then 
bake from 40 to 50 minutes. 
6erve bot 
on a folded napkin.

ents for this cake are two cups of bread 
dough, one-half of a cup of flour, two 
cups o f Bujjar, tw o egg*, one quarter of a 
teaspoonful of cloves, oue-juvlf of a tea­ 
spoonful of cinnamon, the same of mace 
and nutmeg, oho cup of seeded raisins, 
one-quarter of a cup of sliced citron and 
one-half of a teaspoonful of soda.

F a ir y G in g e r b r e a d .—('ream together 
one-half of a cupful of butter and one 
cupful of powdered sngar. add one half of 
a cupful of milk, drop by drop, then one 
and one-half cups of flour aud a table­ 
spoonful of yeast powder sifted together. 
With a broad-bluded knife spread the mix­ 
ture very thin on the tmttom of dripping 
pans. Inverted aud buttered, and mark in 
squares; bake about five minutes, or until 
delicately odored.
